Tbc  Brooklyn  anchorage  of  the  groat 
bridge  »  finished  and  writing  for  the 
cables  anil  for  the  completion  of  the  New 
York  tower.  Nothing  hut  1 1 tr.u**p stones 
ure  wanting  to  the  Brooklyn  tower,  and 
these  will  wait  tin*  stivteaiog  of  the  ca¬ 
bles.  The  Brooklyn  auchorage  is  at  pres¬ 
ent  concealed  from  general  observation 
by  the  buildings  which  surround  it  and 
which  are  to  be  pulled  down  as  soon  as 
the  New  York  tower  is  ready  for  the  ca¬ 
bles.  Cable  inakiug  will  lie  begun  at  once 
on  the  Brooklyn  side.  The  base  of  tbe 
anchorage  is’141  feet  long  by  120  feet 
wide.  Uf  materials,  the  structure  will 
consume  500,000  feet  of  lumber  and  30,- 
000  cubic  yards  of  stone.  The  weight  of 
this  immeuse  solid  mass  will  be  600,000 
collected  iu  tons.  Four  large  warehouses,  three 
stores  aud  several  tenement  houses  hud 
to  be  removed  to  make  room  for  the  an¬ 
chorage.  The  structure  is  raised  by 
course*  the  bottom  course  being  of 
timber  nud  concrete.  These  timliera  are 
put  down  in  layers,  alternately  length¬ 
wise  and  crosswise,  and  are  firmly  bolted 
together,  the  timbers  in  each  layer  being 
from  two  to  six  inchos  apart,  and  the  in¬ 
terspaces  filled  up  with  concrete.  This 
wood  will  not  decay,  being  kept  contiu- 
tliilly  moist  uud  out  of  the  air.
